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Care home stays open as 
administrators called in 


Staff and residents at Avenue House hope buyer can be found 



RESIDENTS and staff at a Dorchester 
care home are hoping that the business, 
which appointed administrators last 
week, can be saved. 

Avenue House in Weymouth Avenue 
is currently home to 20 residents and 
employs 36 full and part-time members 
of staff. It is registered to take up to 33 
residents. 

The home is being put up for sale as a 
going concern with neighbouring 
Greenbushes Nursing Home which 
closed in December with 28 staff being 
made redundant. Both were owned by 
Dorchester Care Limited Liability Part¬ 
nership, first registered in Commercial 
Road, Poole in April 2005. An associ¬ 
ated nursing home business in 
Bournemouth with 59 residents is also 
being offered for sale. 

Avenue House was the subject of a 
January 2014 Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion report which raised concerns about 
the structure and maintenance of the 
home. Its inspectors had expressed sim¬ 
ilar worries in October 2013. 

The January CQC report noted: “The 
home was not being adequately main¬ 
tained... all of the windows to the front 
of the building had rotten window 
frames. The front facade was in poor 
decorative order. We looked in one per¬ 
son’s room on the first floor. The leaded 
type window was badly buckled. We 
opened the secondary glazing that was 
unsecured, and found that the window 
did not fit and did not have its opening 
restricted. This meant that people were

at risk of falling from the window.” 

When View from Dorchester went to 
the home on Tuesday it was apparent 
that some of those windows have now 
been replaced. 

The Inspectors were also concerned 
about security: “Whilst the fire exits 
were alarmed to ensure that staff were 
alerted if a person entered or left the 
building these were inoperative and had 
not been maintained as operational. 
This meant that there was no system in 
place to protect people from unwanted 
visitors or to alert staff if a person de¬ 
cided to leave unescorted.” 

The report concluded: “Following the 
inspection on 17 October 2013 we were 
reassured by representatives of the 
provider that a full risk assessment of 
the premises would be carried out. Dur¬ 
ing this process we were reassured that 
any maintenance issues would be iden¬ 
tified and a plan put in place to bring 
the home back up to a good standard. 
We asked the registered manager for a 
maintenance plan for the building, none 
was available. We asked the registered 
manager for the risk assessment of the 
premises but none was available. This 
meant that the maintenance of the 
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DANIEL BROOM is co-founder of the Jurassic Fields Music Festival which is to be held in Askers 
Meadows, Bridport on July 12th. 

The 36-year-old AmSafe IT systems manager decided to take up the challenge of organising the 
first such music festival in West Dorset after friends complained about the lack of such an event in 
the area. With more time on his hands having just successfully completed an MSc in Computing 
for Commerce and Industry through Open University, he took up the challenge. 

The not for profit festival that will feature Dodgy, the 1990s Britpop group as the headline act, in 
a feast of music which will also include a comedy stage where Joel Dommett will top the bill as well 
as a whole host of other activities for the family. 


■ THIS appears to be a big project to take on. 
What made you decide to organise this event? 

BRIDPORT has such a rich mix of local music talent 
as well as a big community that supports these local 
performers. 

We regularly go to large music festivals and from 
listening to the locals over the years realised that 
West Dorset and especially Bridport needed a festi¬ 
val that would showcase this local talent but also in¬ 
troduce a number of well known or up and coming 
UK bands that the people of the area might not get 
to see very often. 

■ HAS it been hard to organise? 

AFTER coming up with the idea last August we 
thought this would be quite a straight forward proj¬ 
ect to organise, but almost nine months into the 
project we realise how much time and effort is re¬ 
quired to put on such an event and regularly ques¬ 
tion why we agreed to do it. 

However when this happens we just look at our 
original objectives and goals, and this drives us to 
continue with the relentless amount of work that is 
required on top of our full time jobs. 

I now understand that any event however small re¬ 
quires a great deal of work and planning and I take 
my hat off to anyone who gives their time up to or¬ 
ganise community events such as this. 

■ THESE kinds of events take a lot of organising 
and agreement with local authorities. What is in¬ 
volved? 

ORIGINALLY we didn't have a clue about licensing 
but now I think we are almost experts at it! 

The first job was to understand exactly what was 
required, and West Dorset District Council were very 
helpful in giving advice and providing us with lots 
of useful information. 

There are numerous local authorities that we need 


to ensure we are acting in the correct manner in 
terms of safety and the law. 

This involved meetings with not only WDDC, but 
the police licensing, fire brigade, ambulance service, 
environmental health, Traffic Authority, DCC and 
Bridport Town Council to name a few. 

■ HAVE you encountered any real problems to 
date? 

OUR first choice venue was turned down due to fire 
risks and lack of emergency access which delayed us 
but once Asker Meadows was confirmed, the license 
was submitted in December. 

Notices had to be displayed around the venue for 
28 days allowing local authorities and the public to 
object to our license proposal, and we received one 
public objection that set us back a month before it 
was dropped. 

Despite the granting of the license we are still 
working with the local authorities constantly, and at¬ 
tend local Safety Advisory Group Meetings as well 
as signing up to Pubwatch. 

■ THIS is a community event for all the family to 
enjoy, and you are running it on a not for profit 
basis. How does that work? 

OUR original plan was to have a two day festival, but 
we then revised our thoughts as being perhaps a lit¬ 
tle bold as a first attempt as it was not what we 
wanted to achieve initially. 

The idea then became to keep it simple. With no 
previous known history of what we will achieve in 
attendance or bar sales, I think we have been very 
realistic in our budget, and if we achieve more than 
that it will be a bonus which means we will have 
more money to donate to local music projects and 
charities, and be able to reinvest more into next 
year's event. 



■ WHAT are your objectives? 

MY OBJ ECTIVES have always been to break even but 
I also want people to go away having had a great 
time, listened to some great bands and comedy and 
probably met some new friends along the way. 

If this happens it gives us scope to go away and 
make the festival bigger and better next year and 
will put a massive smile on my face, as I know all the 
hard work would have paid off.

INTERVIEW 


■ YOU have received a lot of support from local 
businesses and individuals who have sponsored 
the festival in various ways. What has been your 
experience when you have approached them and 
what is the general feeling in the town? 

I GENERALLY think there is a buzz around the town 
about the festival. People are excited that something 
new and a bit different is coming to the town and 
they want to be a part of it. 

This makes methinkthatour idea was really worth 
doing, and gives us the drive to push it forward and 
make it a great success. 

We have had so much support, generosity and 
kind words from local businesses as I think they can 
see what we want to achieve and believe it is going 
to be great for the community. 

We are still getting the word out there and have al¬ 
ready had one fundraising event - a Race Night at 
Tanners on Sunday, which was very successful - and 
we have a Duck Race on Whitsun Bank Holiday Sun¬ 
day (May 25th) where we will also be selling tickets. 

■ YOU have a premises licence to run the festival 
annually on the second weekend in July. Do you 
intend to continue organising the event in future 
years? 

Yes indeed, we definitely want to be part of this for 
a long time and hopefully as we have most of the 
policies and procedures in place now, next year's 
event will be a lot easier to organise. 

I am also hoping we can get a volunteer group or 
committee together that can help organise the 
event and take some of the workload off us, as well 
as come up with great ideas for improving the festi¬ 
val.

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Triathlon postponed due to pool roof damage 


DORCHESTER’S Triathlon, due to 
take place on May 25th, has been post¬ 
poned after problems with the sports 
centre roof. 

After more than two months repairs 
have not been completed which means 
the 25metre pool has been reduced by 
five metres with swimmers unable to 
reach the wall in the deep end - it 


being cordoned off for safety reasons 
by rope. 

Full details of the problem were out¬ 
lined in last week’s View from Dorch¬ 
ester. Other events, including school 
and swim club galas, have also been 
cancelled. 

The roof was damaged in a storm on 
the night of February 14th with the 


pool being cordoned off ever since 
while talks are held about who is re¬ 
sponsible for the repairs - West Dorset 
District Council which owns the build¬ 
ing, the contractors Leadbitter, 1610 
which manage the facility for the dis¬ 
trict council or insurers. 

Organiser Steve Elliot from organis¬ 
ers Buzz Events said this week that he 


was now looking at another date in 
August to run the swim-bike-run 
event. 

The Dorchester Triathlon would 
have included sixteen lengths of the 
pool, a distance of 400metres; a 24km 
cycle ride including long climb to 
Hardy’s Monument and then a 5km 
run towards Maiden Castle and back.

Artist Shirley Pace, 81, from West Sussex 
came out of retirement to complete the proj¬ 
ect taking six weeks to mould the horse, 
Drummer, out of clay: “I absolutely loved 
creating him. He took over my life for those 
six weeks.” 

Drummer was one of the last horses to be 
based at the brewery in the 1970s. The 
statue was cast at a foundry in Wales and 


weighs one and a half tons. 

She last sculpted a drayhorse for a Lon¬ 
don brewery in 1987: “I never thought I 
would do another one so I certainly didn’t 
think I would see the day that I’d watch a 
horse of mine being pulled through Dorch¬ 
ester.” 

Andrew Wadsworth, director of Water- 
house which is developing Brewery Square 
in partnership with Resolution Property, said 
the event had been a real community occa¬ 
sion, attracting a large crowd.

MEMBERS of the Soci¬ 
ety of Dorset met have 
paid tribute to the found¬ 
ing members of the or¬ 
ganisation. 

Members meet every 
year at Weymouth Av¬ 
enue cemetery in Dorch¬ 
ester to commemorate 
their founder president 
Sir Frederick Treves and 
their founder secretary 
William Watkins. 

On the 89th anniver¬ 
sary of the death of 
William Watkins, present 
day secretary Hayne 
Russell led members in a 
short service between the 
graves, which are adja¬ 
cent to each other, con¬ 
ducted by the society’s 
Chaplain The Reverend 
Dr John Travell. 

Hayne Russell and 
Dorset Year Book editor 
Trevor Vacher-Dean each 
laid a posy of flowers on 
the graves. 

William Watkins had 
sustained a fatal heart at¬ 


tack at the King’s Arms 
Hotel on April 19th 1925 
following a visit to 
Thomas Hardy at Max 
Gate. It was William 
Watkins who called the 
first meeting at which the 
then Society of Dorset 
Men in London was 
founded in July 1904. 

Eminent Dorchester 
surgeon Sir Frederick 
Treves was invited to be¬ 
come the first president 
of the society. He passed 
away on December 7th 
1923 in Lausanne, 
Switzerland, but is buried 
in his native Dorchester. 
Sir Frederick famously 
caused the coronation of 
King Edward VII to be 
postponed in 1902, so the 
King could undergo 
emergency surgery on 
his appendix. 

Founded 110-years-ago 
on July 7th 1904, The 
Society of Dorset Men 
has a long and rich his¬ 
tory, beginning as the So-

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A Dance a Day to raise the 
curtain at Bridport Arts 


HAVING felt the health benefits of an 
innovative community dance project, 
a group of older people will perform 
their own contemporary dance show¬ 
case at Bridport Arts Centre in April. 

Studies have linked regular exercise 
in older age with improving memory 
and possibly protecting against the 
onset of dementia and with groups for 
over 50s in Charmouth and Wareham, 
A Dance A Day, run by Activate Per¬ 
forming Arts supports older people to 
age actively and creatively. 

"A Dance a Day has such a positive 
effect on both physical and mental 
health and well being because it com¬ 
bines exercise with creativity," says Ac¬ 
tivate Dance Producer, Rosalind 
Conlon. 

"Some of the group are keen to ex¬ 
plore their creativity even further, be 
more experimental in what they do 
and develop artistically by working to¬ 
wards performances." 

In weekly classes participants work 
with experienced dance artists to de¬ 
velop movement skills, improvisation 
and choreography. They also create 
dance-based exercises to incorporate 
in their daily lives, such as stretching as 
they open the curtains and creating 
choreography to accompany televi¬ 
sion adverts. This impacts on daily ac¬ 


tivity levels in addition to the weekly 
classes. 

The sessions have clearly unlocked 
new levels of creativity in some partic¬ 
ipants and following previous per¬ 
formances in Bridport and a successful 
contribution to Dance In Time, the 
South West celebration of older peo¬ 
ple's dance, the Charmouth group is to 
create a performance that will act as a 
curtain raiser for the dance double bill 
of The Buttercup and The Crutch at 
Bridport Arts Centre on 26 April. 

"They say we should dance as if no- 
one is watching, but the great thing 
about A Dance a Day is that it gives us 
the confidence to dance knowing 
people will be watching,"says 64-year- 
old Margie Savory, who attends the 
Charmouth group. 

"We're stepping out of the kitchen 
and having a ball - I've been coming 
for three years now and it's the best bit 
of my week!" 

Her fellow participant Liz Smith also 
takes a great deal of confidence from 
A Dance a Day. 

"Having attended Anna's amazing 
class from its outset, I am becoming 
more confident in the idea of perform¬ 
ance and I know that my dance capa¬ 
bilities have widened and improved 
enormously. I really enjoy the oppor¬ 


tunity to attend workshops and the 
challenge of learning new pieces from 
visiting choreographers, and perhaps 
in time the self conscious part of me 
will be overcome by the fun, joy and 
abandonment of dance!" 

Group members will meet choreog¬ 
rapher Karla Shacklockfor a workshop 
where their performance piece will 
take shape. Their own dance artist 
Anna Golding will then work with par¬ 
ticipants to develop the piece to be 
performed at Bridport Arts Centre. 

The theme of mindfulness and well¬ 
being fits well with the dance double 
bill.The Buttercup is a universally res¬ 
onant tale of how we move through 
difficult times, pick ourselves up and 
reach for the light at the end of the 
tunnel; while The Crutch is about an 
intense and unequal relationship of 
need and explores what it means to 
support someone when you're falling 
apart. 

The programme fits into the wider 
Arts and Health agenda to increase 
health and well being in the over 50s. 

"The group ethic is very strong so 
participants in A Dance A Day are 
keeping their minds active as well as 
their bodies, working for and thinking 
about each other all the time," says 
Rosalind.

Having deposed the previous 
king, he is aware of his tenuous position, and the price to be paid if 
he falters. 

Meanwhile in the taverns and brothels of London, 
Prince Hal is revelling in the company of the notori¬ 
ous Sir John Falstaff. 

With the onset of the war, Hal and Falstaff are thrust 
into the brutal reality of the battlefield, where Hal 
must confront his responsibilities to family and 
throne. 

Following his production of Richard II in October 
2013, RSC Artistic Director Gregory Doran continues 
his exploration of Shakespeare's History Plays, with 
Antony Sher as Falstaff, Jasper Britton as Henry IV 
and Alex Hassell as Prince Hal. 

This is a live screening of the Royal Shakespeare 
Company's production of Henry IV Part I, which 
plays in the Royal Shakespeare Theatre, Stratford- 
upon-Avon during the spring & summer 2014.

New NX Crossover opens a new chapter for Lexus 



LEXUS revealed its all-new NX at the Beijing 
motor show, a sharply-styled model that 
marks the company's entry into the fast¬ 
growing premium compact crossover mar¬ 
ket. Its edgy design is a key element in its 
intended appeal to new Lexus customers 
who lead urban, active lifestyles. 

According to market, the NX will be avail¬ 
able with three powertrains: a highly effi¬ 
cient hybrid in the NX 300h; a new, 
Lexus-developed 2.0-litre petrol turbo unit in 
the NX 200t; and naturally aspirated 2.0-litre 
petrol engine in the NX 200. Front and all¬ 
wheel drive versions will be available, to¬ 
gether with Lexus's quick-response stop and 
start system. Details and specifications of 
powertrains to be offered in the UK will be 


confirmed at a later date. 

The NX also benefits from an array of inno¬ 
vative technology, including a Lexus-first 
wireless charging tray for easy charging of 
mobile phones and other devices and the 
first application of a new Lexus Remote 
Touch Interface with a touchpad control. Fur¬ 
ther features include a new Panoramic View 
Monitor, a comprehensive multi-information 
display (incorporating for the first time a G- 
sensor and boost meter), head-up display, 
blind spot monitor and Rear Cross Traffic 
Alert. 

Following the established Lexus template, 
the range will include a distinctive F Sport 
version, with sportier design and dedicated 
styling elements, including an exclusive ren¬ 


dering of the Lexus spindle grille, a lowered 
front bumper, specific alloy wheel designs, 
sports seats and bespoke interior trims. 

Takeaki Kato, the NX Chief Engineer, said: 
"The NX is a premium crossover, combining 
performance, numerous on-board technolo¬ 
gies and alluring design. Much like high qual¬ 
ity sports watches, bikes and fashion 
accessories, the NX can be likened to the ul¬ 
timate in premium sports gear. 

"Luxury is epitomised by small but impor¬ 
tant details, as can be witnessed in the atten¬ 
tion to detail in areas such as the feel of the 
switchgear, the arrangement of the courtesy 
lights, the metallic finishes for the wheels 
and other innovations that will set the stan¬ 
dards for future Lexus models.

Exterior design 

The NX has been designed to look as 
though it is has been cast from a single piece 
of metal. Strong, flared wheel arches house 
17 or 18-inch wheels, giving the car a crouch¬ 
ing, muscular stance. Lexus's signature spin¬ 
dle grille is the central focus of the NX's 
angular shape, reinforced by LED headlamps 
and daytime running lights.The grille blends 
seamlessly into a sculpted bonnet, creating 
strongly contrasting surfacing that projects 
a sense of depth. 

The side profile is instantly recognisable as 
a Lexus, accentuated by a roofline that's set 
towards the rear of the vehicle to give maxi¬ 
mum visual impact. Details include an inno¬ 


vative door mirror design and a world-first 
door handle mechanism with a concealed 
key barrel and integrated lighting.These fea¬ 
tures enhance the overall premium look by 
creating a smooth finish along the side of the 
car. 

The rear is punctuated by Lexus's L-shape 
combination lamps, fitted with seamless LED 
lighting. The bodywork design echoes the 
spindle grille treatment at the front. 

Interior design 

Lexus's ambition for the NX's cabin was to 
produce a design that is more like a sports 
car interior, complimenting the angular 
bodywork, while using materials and tex¬ 
tures that amplify the vehicle's premium 
quality. 


The car's SUV strengths are expressed in 
details such as a thick-rimmed steering 
wheel, a central silver frame embedded in 
the instrument panel and robust knee pads 
for driver and front passenger. Contrasting 
textures around the cabin and the use of a 
quilted seat upholstery pattern reference the 
NX's status as a crossover vehicle. 

Lexus has also focused on interior space 
and seating, ensuring ample overall head- 
room and a generous front-to-rear couple 
distance.The NX continues the development 
of Lexus's display and operation zone dash¬ 
board design concept and provides the 
driver with easy, intuitive command of its ad¬ 
vanced technology features using new and 
improved HMI controls.

New chairman looking to rebuild side 


DORCHESTER Cricket Club's new 
chairman Mark Derrien is hoping 
that the club can repeat the feat they 
achieved when he was club captain. 

Derrien, now a Football League 
referee was recently elected chair¬ 
man of the county town club who 
were relegated from the Dorset Fu¬ 
neral Plan Premier Division at the 
end of last season, six seasons after 
returning to the top tier. 

Dorchester were last relegated in 
2004, before Derrien took over the 
captaincy to lead them back to the 
top tier three seasons later before re¬ 
tiring to concentrate on his referee¬ 
ing career. In his absence newly 
elected captain Martin Richards led 
them to the Premier title the follow¬ 


ing year in their first season back. 

"I took on the captaincy the last 
time we were relegated and we re¬ 
built with a crop of good, young 
players which included the current 
captain Dan Belt. 

"The model worked quite well last 
time so hopefully we can perfect and 
learn from that, and go through the 
same sort of stages again and try 
and get some youngsters through 
that are keen to develop and be suc¬ 
cessful. 

There's not a huge point in contin¬ 
uing with the same team following 
relegation. We need to make some 
changes and get some fresh blood in 
if we want to return to the Premier 
League either this season, or if not 


next year." 

Last year the club ran three sides, 
but on several occasions it was diffi¬ 
cult to field 11 players for all three 
teams which had an adverse affect 
on the second team players who are 
on standby to step up to the senior 
side. 

Derrien said: "We were struggling 
to get the interest in three teams last 
year and therefore have dropped the 
third side this season. 

"We also only have one pitch in 
Dorchester which means that the 
third team have to play out of town 
so we have stripped it back, which 
will hopefully make the club much 
more enjoyable to run, and will give 
us more quality, regular teams. 


"We also hope that because we are 
rebuilding it will make Dorchester a 
more attractive proposition to tal¬ 
ented youngsters in the area who 
previously thought it was hard to get 
into the side. With us looking to re¬ 
build, if there are talented youngster 
playing in the local village teams 
they may feel it is an exciting time to 
come to Dorchester. 

"We also have a lot of facilities at 
the club including the best coach in 
the area in Sean Fitzgerald who is a 
Level 3 standard. 

"We also have the best nets, a 
bowling machine and video record 
our bowlers and batsmen, so hope¬ 
fully will we not improve the players 
we have, but will attract a few new 


ones as well who fancy getting into 
the side." 

"I think that having been a former 
first team and second team captain 
before I have a good understanding 
of the issues of integrating new, 
young players with established play¬ 
ers, and I can assure you that selec¬ 
tion will be consistent." 

Pete Tucker, a great coach and 
Dorchester man is doing a great job 
at Charlton Down with the young 
players, and it makes sense that 
when they are 16 or 17years old and 
too good for the lower Dorset 
leagues, to play for Dorchester as 
part of their development; but we 
have found it hard to do with three 
teams. 


"We also have an overseas player 
this season, Eamonn Scott an Aus¬ 
tralian, and that is always good as it 
raises the standard of the club and 
the training sessions and a bit of in¬ 
tensity. 

At the moment we have two blank 
team sheets and I hope we can fill 
them with a combination of experi¬ 
enced and young players." 

Youth training is already under¬ 
way with the Under 9s and Under 
11s on Wednesdays 6pm-7.30pm 
with games on Saturday mornings, 
whilst the Under 13s train on Mon¬ 
days (same time), games are to be 
confirmed.

goes backs to his roots 


Buckler 

BOB Buckler packed his bags last weekend and 
made the journey north to the Quantocks to re¬ 
turn to the roots from which he started; farm¬ 
ing and training horses. 

After five years at Henley and a total of thirty 
one in Dorset, Buckler has decided to stand 
back a bit from National Hunt racing to enable 
him to return to farming, which was where he 
started his career. 

He and his partner Karen Rossiter are leaving 
stables at Higher Peckmoor and moving to a 60 
acre farm at the southern end of the Quantocks 
atSpaxton, seven miles north of Taunton. Head 
lad Giles Scott will be moving as well. 

Before he left he spoke exclusively to View 
Sport: "We will farm beef and sheep and train 
a few horses, around ten to a dozen, which will 
be great from there. The farm wouldn't be a 
suitable place to train 30-35 as we had here at 
Henley, but I'm very happy with that sort of 
number, back in the way that I did at Mel plash 
Court, where I was able to do different things, 
which in a way is much better for the horses. 

"The system here at Henley works well and 
gets horses fit, but I'm sure you can get fit 
equally as well on the Quantocks and the hills. 
We have got an all weather gallop very close 
belonging to Kevin Bishop, but up above us on 
the Quantocks is where the great Les Kennard 
used to train, and he was very successful. 

"So we have loads of facilities and I'm sure 
particularly the type of horses I train; chasers in 
the making; will benefit. It will keep the horses 
sweeter for longer than just going up and 
down the all weather all day. 

"Around Mel plash we took advantage of the 
hills around us, and every day was like going 
hunting because you didn't know what you 
were going to do, and that keeps horses much 
sweeter and happier. 

"I'm also sure the horses have longer careers 
trained like that. A lot of my horses don't ma¬ 
ture until late, but they keep going for quite a 
few years; for example The Sawyer, I Hear 
Thunder and Double Dizzy who raced until rel¬ 
atively old." 

Buckler will not be short of neighbours who 
are trainers, for in addition to Bishop, Philip 
Hobbs and Carl Gray are near by. 


Of the horses currently in training with Buck¬ 
ler all will move to Somerset except Never Says 
Never which owner Richard Hall wants to keep 
local and will therefore stay at Henley with Jack 
Barber who will take over the stables. 

These include established horses such as The 
Happy Warrior, Tinker Time, Somerset Lias 
and Redlynch Rock, as well as the lightly raced 
Ugolin de Beaumont and the as yet unraced 
three-year-olds Say My Name and Hooly 
Bally Diva. 

Buckler will have plenty to keep him busy as 
he also expects to add another youngster he 
has in Ireland and the yearling o f Mizzurka. 

Besides the training opportunities, the other 
advantage is in the location which opens op¬ 
portunities of more race tracks. 

"It's only seven miles to the M3 or A303 via 
Taunton to the south, or similar north to Bridg¬ 
water to pick up the M5 and M4. It will cut 
down travelling time to some current courses, 
but also open other opportunities such as 
Worcester and Stratford." 

Whilst enjoying his time at Henley, Buckler is 
pleased with the move. 

"We all go back to our roots in the end and 
part of my roots is farming, it will be great to 
go back to that. 

"It's been great here. Jeremy Barber has been 
brilliant and Jack will now move in with his 
point-to-pointers, but I hope I can continue to 
train a few more winners."

day, but Buckler missed it because of the move. 

The six-year-old hit the front after jumping 


the last to move past Be Bop Boru and Bob 
Keown to win by 1 Va and 1 3 A lengths. 

Buckler at home and unable to make it to 
Cheltenham, had to settle for listening to the 
race by a telephone link. 

"It was starting to get exciting and the com¬ 
mentator called him in fifth or sixth place as 
they came down the hill, but then missed his 
name at the next call which suddenly had me 
panicking, thinking something had happened. 
It wasn't until they were between the last two 
hurdles that he mentioned him again as "not 
without a chance", which was a great relief." 

Not only was it Buckler's first day in his new 
home and his first runner, but also the horse's 
maiden win having had two second place fin¬ 
ishes in his previous eight outings. 

"He finished strongly up the hill and stayed 
on brilliantly. I think he needs three miles, and 
is suited more to a left than right handed 
course and better ground. He may have one 


more race this season before moving up to 
novice chasing in the future." 

Although he won at the long odds of 33/1, 
owners Nick Elliott and Heather Shane had the 
added bonus of backing him earlier in the day 
when he was at 45/1 and even 60/1. 

Red lynch Rock gave a good account of him¬ 
self in the Paignton Zoo Novices' Handicap 
Hurdle over2 3 A miles at Newton Abbot on Sat¬ 
urday despite finishing fifth. 

Always handy in mid-division Liam Heard 
looked to move him closer on the back straight 
second time around before the six-year-old 
took closer attention turning into the straight 
and ran on well, only easing up towards the fin¬ 
ish when beaten for a place. 

Buckler said: "He stayed on well at the end, 
but needs to move up to three miles. It was an 
encouraging run who I think will be better on a 
right hand course."
